TODAY'S MEETING. 


Tlio r:iisin growers of Fresno hold n 


jntTiing today that will in till probabil- 
ity lay the foundation—or tit least bo 
Ihe elarting point from which a now 
nu'lhod of marketing tho raisin product 
of this county, ami probably thaUof the 
Bt-ite, will be evolved. That a change is 
necessary is no longer a debatable ques- 
tion from the growers' standpoint, and 
nnd this fact should be borne in mind in 
the lueetinji held today. No valuable 
time should be wasted in threshing over 
the straw of the commission system. 
The growers are practically unanimous 
in their conviction that they can never 
hope for profitable returns'uiidcr a sys- 
tem which they have thoroughly tested 
during the past three years, and further 
discussion on that point would be profit- 
less. All the intelligence and energy 
which can be brought to bear on this 
eubjoct should be devoted-strictly-to the 
formulation of a plan which promisee re- 
sults which will bring the producer a 
reward commensurate with his 
toil , 


and investment. 


Regarding the merits of the various , 


plans proposed the growers themselves 
are doubtless more competent to judge 
than is THE REITHLICAN. Of tho propo- 
sition to be submitted by the Johnston- 
Locke Mercantile Company little can be 
said at present, as not enough has yet 
been made public to base an opinion 
upon. 


The warehouse plan sugpeeted by J. 


W. Reese commends itself to the prav- 
tical mind on account of its directness 
and simplicity, and Uken in connection 
with the plan suggested by J. E. Hughes 
for GcctVrmg advances on the growing 
crops, coupled of course with an organi- 
zation of all growers, appears to be a 
direct, bustnCGS like way out of the 
chaotic wilderness of disorganization in 
which the producers no- now groping. 


The only suggestion which Tin: Ru- 


I'onurAS desires to make at this time is 
that useless wranglinc over the past be 
Eliminated from the deliberations of 
today, and all future meetings held for 
a like purpose, and tlmt the producers 
"stay with" this problem until a solu- 
tion lias been reached upon winch »H 
•ran unite.. 


The prosperity of Fresno, present 


nnd future, IK BO closely united to this 
great industry that every citizen within 
whose power it lies to render any assist- 
ance to the producers in the ordeal they 
are passing through, should come for- 
ward and join in these deliberations. It 
is the problem of the hour, and its solu- 
tion is of vital importance to the city 
nud county of Fresno. 


IT would be a most desirable thing if 


Mr. Carlisle would iimke some effort to 
liavo a considerable proportion of the 
new bondp distributor! among the muss 
of the people. There are bonds of the 
denominatione of $50 and $100 which 
would-be within the reach of persons of 
moderate means. The holding of na- 
tional bonds by «. large number of 
peo- 


ple is desirable both for tbe nation and 
for tho people.—Los Angeles Times. 


If this country must increase ita bond-

Colonel William Forsyth, met the bank- 
ers of this rity yesterday afternoon to 
lay before them tbe outline of the plan 
of manipulating the marketing of ni- 
sius which will bo presented to the 
growers at the meeting if Kutner hall 
this afternoon. 


Mr. Joltson takes the sensible position 


that there must be unity and harmony 
of action between all who are interested 
in the business in order to secure the 
results desired, and upon which the suc- 
ess of the business depends. 
For this purpose he consulted tbe 


bankers first as it is absolutely necessary 
that advances from them to the growers 
must be arranged for in order to handle 
the crop. 


The meeting was a private one, and 


after hearing what he hud to suggest a 
number of bank oflicials in attendance 
stated that the plan was a feasible one 
if it could be carried out. This would 
necessitate the co-operation of all parties 
growing and handling raisins. 


The banks are in position, said one, 


to advance the money, for at the time of 
year when it is needed most is also the 
time when tbe banks have tbe most 
idle money on band, and if the security 
can be satisfactorily arranged the money 
will be forthcoming. 


Mr. Johnson will confer with the local 


packers this morning with the view of 
laying tbe phase of the matter which 
will effect them, before them for consid- 
eration, in order to secure if possible 
their co-operation in the matter. 


At 2 o'clock this afternoon the matter 


will be presented to the growers at Kut- 
ner half for their consideration, when it 
will be discussed by all parties Interest- 
ed who choose to take part.
